FIRST TILE DRAIN

Discoveries In the Air. 

The growth of ballooning has lea 
to many curioua investigations touch- 
ing. the atmosphere and {ts > tnhab- 
itants. By the use of anchored bal- 
loons ‘with self-registering instruments 
some of the experiments of ‘deep-sea 
sounding have been repeated aloft. 
At Strasburg sounding. balloons have 
been sent to a height of nearly 26,000 
yards, and 19,000 yards to 20;000 yards 
is not an uncommon height. One of- 
the astonishing things sald to have re- 
sulted Is the discovery at a height of 
14,000 yards of an isothermal zone in- 
which, contrary to experience up to 
that height, temperature does not di- 
minizh with recession from the earth.
